UR SALOONS 
ARE REFUS 


‘Majority of Rejected Applica- 
tions Were for Places on 
Decator Street 


69 SALOONS PERMITTED 
TO OPEN THIS: MORNING 


In Some Cases IAcenses Were Grant- 
ed With Conditions Attached. 
Owners Who Were Refused 
Licenses Begged Coun- 
cil To Reconsider. 


Twenty-six. saloons were refused li- 
censes at the session of the council called 
last night to act on the report of 
the investigating committee, and _ their 
owners will now have to seek Other v6- 
cations than that of dealing intoxicating 
drinks on Decatur and Peters street, for 
it was on these thoroughfares that the 
majority of licenses were revoked. 

Alderman Key began the session dy 
making a motion to the effect that all 
owners of saloons to whom licenses were 
refused should have. thirty days in which 
to dispose of their stocks, and this 
was passed unanimously. This was 
done in order to give the owners of 
saloons about to be closed time to close 
out their supplies, and thus escape suf- 
fering a great financial loss in having 
stocks on hand on going out of busi- 
ness. 

Many saloons were reported favorably, 
and these received a renewal of license. 
The majority of the adverse reports were 
adopted, though in some instances mo- 
tiens te recommit the’ cages were car- 
ried on production of ¢vidence ‘fiirtiished 
by supporters of the owners of such 
places, who gave good recommendations 
of the places and thelr owners. The 
complaints On the saloons reported ad- 
versely were made either at the instance 
of the police or of the committee itseif. 

It took the body only about two min- 
utes to dispose of the average case; 
some, however, were productive of much 
discussion pro and con. by the owners, 
investigating committee, enfployed de- 
fense, and others. In the main, the de- 
the 
council acted on the report of the com- 
mittee, taking that as sufficient’ evi- 
dence. 

Touching appeals on the part of own- 
ers who were on the verge of losing 
their means of livehood were frequent, 
and these men gave as reasons for the 
necessity of a continuation of business, 
dependent families, debts, mortgages, and 
the like. 

One keeper stated that he had a fam- 
ily of nine chilcren, who were provided 
for out of his income, and almost went 
on his knees before the body, but his 
case, like many others, was without re- 
course. 

Aldermen who defended some of the 
parties stated that they did so not because 
they upheld the liquor traffic, but that 
they favored a fair hearing; this, on the 
ground that the time consumed in each 
case was insufficient for a fair show- 
ing. 


Thirty-Nine Licenses Were Renewed. 

The sum total of the business finished 
was, 39 renewals, 26 licenses revoked, 
and 14 reconsidered. 

After much discussion over the recon- 
sideration of adverse reports, Alderman 
Key made a motion that all such tre- 
ports be recommitted, but shortly after- 
wards withdrew his motion.

superior court judges, the other to create 
tne new county of Ben Hill. All of these 
amendments were passed upon favora- 
bly, however, by a large majority. 

Freak yoting was the order of the day. 
In one city ward a voter cast a ballot 
on which he had Scratched every candi- 
date with the exception of the candidate 
for county coroner, and on another bal- 
lot the coroner and county’. surveyor 
were the only two candidates voted for. 

Owing to the complexity of tae ballot, 
the returns in the city wards were not 
compiled until a late hour, the count in 
the second ward, in which the vote was 
heaviest, not being completed until 12:30 
o'clock this morning.

Black were among the first to 
congratulate Mr. Hughes upon the con- 
clusion of his brief speech.

“I accept with gratitude and with 
deep feeling of responsibility the nomi- 
nation of the Independence League. 

“The great problem of. the hour, the 
problem that the people must solve with 
their ballots and in legislation, is to do 
away with corporation control of the 
government. That control is now practi- 
cally absolute. It rests mainly upon our 
system of partisan-.politics, directed by 
bess rule and subject to trust owner- 
ship. 

“I accept your nomination with the 
full knowledge tnat the important Inde- 
pendence ue and its credit for gov- 
ernor are pledged in honor to exter- 
minate bossism by putting into operation 
throughout our state direct nomination 
and open primaries. 


Friends of Monopolies. 

“You see a corporation lawyer put for- 
ward as the standard ebarers of the re- 
publican party in this campaign.

Many Freak Ballots Were Cast by 
Voters Yesterday, One Man 
Scratching All the Can- 
didates but the 
Coroner. 


While. tne primary election held on 
August 22 was marked by strenuous 
effort on the part of all the candidates, 
the scenes around the twenty-two poll- 
ing places in the county abounding in 
excitement and cheers, yesterday’s gen- 
eral election was in marked contrast. 
Only about one-third of the registered 
voters of the county exercised their right 
of franchise, and there was not in a 
single precinct or ward anything which 
bore the least semblance of excitement. 

Few, indeed, were the scratches for

tne new county of Ben Hill. All of these 
amendments were passed upon favora- 
bly, however, by a large majority. 

Freak voting was the order of the day. 
In one city ward-a voter cast a ballot 
on which he had Scratched every candi- 
date with the exception of the candidate 
for county coroner, and on another bal- 
lot the coroner and county surveyor 
were the only two candidates voted for. 

Owing to the complexity of tne ballot, 
the returns in the city wards were not 
compiled until a late hour, the count in 
the second ward, in which the vote was 
heaviest, hot being completed until 12:30 
o'clock this morning.

New York, October 3.—The Independ- 
ence League, which nominated William 
R. Hearst for governor, today recejved 
his letter accepting _the nomination. He 
cays:

The object of the Independ- 
ence League is to resist the attacks. on 
human liberty, upon government of the 
people menaced by corporation rule and 
to resist tae attacks upon .general pros- 
perity by those same corporations, and 
by dishonest field agencies. 

“I accept with gratitude and with 
deep feeling of responsibility the nomi- 
nation of the Independence League, 

“The great problem of. the hour, the 
problem that the people must solve with 
their ballots and in legislation, is to do 
away with corporation control of the 
government. That control is now practi- 
cally absolute. It rests mainly upon our 
system of partisan-.politics, directed by 
bess rule and subject to trust owner- 
ship. 

“I accept your nomination with the 
full knowledge tnat the important Inde- 
pendence ue and its credit for gov- 
ernor are pledged in honor to exter-

be greatly augmented. It is suggested 
that the legislative committee consist of 
at least one member from each state. 

The interchange of certificates is advo- 
cated in lieu of a national pharmaceut!- 
cal law which, at the present time, seems 
to be impractical on: account of the 
principle of home rule. 

A uniform pharmacy law, making the 
requirements for graduation as equal as 
possible, is pointeq out as nearing a solu- 
tion, thug paving the way for the in- 
terchanging of certificates issued by the 
boards of pharmacy. Rapid strides to- 
ward this end are now being made, it is 
said. 

The New York law making a college ed- 
ucation a prerequisite for certificate for 
graduation is commended as a god 
plan, and the committee goes on record 
as advocating an even higher standard 
of education than is now required. The 
rules and regulations adopted by the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
meet with the approval of the commit- 
tee in this particular. 

The agitation against boards of pharma- 
cy is deprecateg as unwise and out of 
place and tite committee goes on record 
as favoring efficient boards in every state 
in the union. The legislative enactments 
in the various states were not discussed.

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The Western Territories. 

The republican programme to unite 
Arizona and New Mexico as one state 
appears to be defeated in advance of 
the vote being taken, notwithstanding 
President Roosevelt’s strenuous ap- 
peal to the denizens of those two ter. 
ritories after the adjournment of con- 
gress. 

Arizona refuses to be merged with 
New Mexico and sink her identity and 
political independence, and the New 
Mexicans do not seem to be particuar- 
ly desirous of becoming citizens of a 
state that includes Arizona within its 
boundaries. 

The leading republican organs of the 
two territories have evidently given 
up the fight. The Phoenix, Ariz., or- 
gan advises its partisans not to nomi- 
nate joint state men for the county 
offices in that territory, because, it de- 
clares, “it will be impossible to elect 
any man to office who is not avowedly 
apposed to joint statehood.” The Tuc- 
son Citizen, of the same territory, 
says: “An overwhelming majority ot 
the people of Arizona are opposed 19 
jointure and will settle with the joint- 
ists at the ballot box.”’ 

The Albuquerque (N. M.) Journal, 
administration republican, admits de- 
feat of joint statehood and cannot 
close its eyes to the “very nalpable 
fact that the people of Arizona are 
overwhelmingly opposed to the prop».

Thus it will be seen that the posi- 
tion of the democratic minority in con- 
gress on Arizona and New Mexico 
statehood is approved by the people 
directly interested. 

From all indications, the new state 
of Oklahoma will be democratic. Mr. 
Bryan recently made a speaking tour 
of Oklahoma-Indian Territory and was 
everywhere greeted with remarkable 
enthusiasm. He addressed no less 
than 200,000 Oklahomans on his three 
days’ speech-making tour of that ter- 
ritory. . 

Nearly half the inhabitants of Okla- 
homa-Indian Territory are from south- 
ern states, principally Texas and 
Arkansas, and there are many north- 
ern democrats, encouraging the belief 
that the democratic party will be’ in 
control when statehood is an accom- 
plished fact. The bulk of the popula- 
tion is in Indian Territory, and that 


section of the proposed new state is 
almost solidly democratic. 
A Sympathetic Suggestion.

At the same time, the more imme- 
diate need for labor of this class is 
in the fields and in the more elemental 
branches of industrial labor. If ninc- 
tenths of the chronic vagrants that 
muddy the race question in Georgia 
and elsewhere could be diverted to 
these channels, the labér famine 
would be materially lifted, while the 
ubiquitous “problem” itself would re 
cord a perceptible shrinkage. For it 1s 
undeniable that toil is a specific for 
at least some of the germs of crim- 
ina] mischief. 

It is not to be forgotten, meanwhile; 
that though a stringent enforcement 
of the law may drive these vagrants 
to work—it cannot keep them there. 
The cure for this unreliability—this 
fatal indulgence of the dangerous no- 
madic instinct, and the ignoring of 
contractural obligations—lies deeper 
than the provisions on the statute 
books. 

It is to be found, largely, we be- 
lieve, along the lines suggested in a 
recent editorial in this paper. It is 
incumbent upon southern’ white 
preachers and teachers to remember 
the efficacy with which moral suasion 
and toleration prevented the forma- 
tion of any negro “problem” before the 
days of emancipation. After that, to in- 
augurate the necessary policies, ob- 
serving patience and recalling that 
great reforms are not materialized in 
a day. 

National Banks South. 

Under the foregoing head The 
Manufacturers’ Record, of Baltimore, 
gives some interesting statistical 
information showing how the na- 
tional banks have multiplied in the 
southern states and how rapidly they 
have increased their capital and the 
volume of their business. 

Between March 14, 1900, when the 
act went {into effect permitting the 
organization of national banks with 
capital less than $50,000,:and August 
31, 1906, there have been organized 
in the United States 3,085 national 
banks with a capita] of $177,258,309. 
Of these 810, or 26 per cent of the 
total, with an aggregate capital of 
$45,220,500, or 25.5 per cent of the 
total, are in the south, the number 
by states being shown in the follow- 
ing table:

$2,955,000; Virginia fifth in number. 
55, and in capital, $2,876,000, ané

Variations in the other. southern 
States are indicated by the fact thar 
while the 23 new national banks of 
Florida have an aggregate capital of 
$2,650,000, the 28 of Arkansas have 
$1,720,000 capital; and while the 30 
of Tennessee have $1,780,000 capitai.’ 
the 31 of Maryland have $1,427,000 
of capital. 

Of the néw hanks in the Cnitel 
States, 2,018 or. more than 65 per 
cent of the total, with an aggregatc 
capital of $52,625,500, or nearly 30 
per cent of the total new capital, are 
banks of capital less than $50,000, 
while the 494 new banks of the south 
or nearly 61 per cent of the total 
new ones in this section, having aa 
aggregate capital of $13,215,500, or 
nearly 29 per cent of the aggregate 
new capital of this section, are banks 
with individual capital less than 
$50,000. 

It will, therefore, be seen that the 
act of 1900 permitting banks to ns- 
tionalize on a smaller capital than 
$50,000 was a boon to many of the 
smaller towns of'the south that oth- 
erwise would have waited a long time 
for a national bank.

Editor Constitution: it is refreshing, af- 
ter so. much that has been violent in 
speech and act, ta hear even a sugges- 
tion of “light and reason’ once more. 
We have had the “call of the wild’ anil 
hearkened; let us, in God's name, hear 
and heed the call of the true, the beau- 
tiful and good; the call to our better na- 
tures. As a practical proposition, all 
questions of race and religion asjde, I do 
not believe that there is a man tn Geor- 
gia or the south, outside an insane asy- 
lum, who does: not believe, when ‘t is put 


| fairly before’ him, that it is infinitely bet- 


ter to prévent a crime than to permit the 
crime and ‘then punish the - criminal, 
whether -in justice ,or revenge. 

If ever it was true, it js true here and 
now, that* “an ounce’ of” prevention is 
better than qa pound of cure,’’ and espe- 
cially is an ounce of prevention , better 
than any number of. pounds of things 
tnat do not even cure. And go, I Say. 
any man not absolutely daft must wel- 
come any -measures that giveany prom- 
ise of getting the criminality out of the 
hearts of a certain class of our colorei 
population before the disposition passes 
into act; or,. still better, putting into 
those hearts the desire for a better life, 
so that the criminal instinct does not 
even develop. Some may be skeptical of 
the attempt doing any good, but nobody 
can help hoping that the attempt might 
succeed. And I believe that one good, 
one out of many, that has come out of 
our troubles is, that punisament of crime 
by lawlessness, or, in scripture languag}, 
the attempt to cast out demons by Beelze- 
ibub, the prince of demons, being now a 
demonstrated failure, and far worse tha 
failure—the minds of the people may now 
be concentrated upon measures Of preven. 
tion of crime, measures both religious 
and sociological. I believe that it is pos- 
sible _ now, as it has not been possible 
before, to ask with purified hearts and 
unclouded minds, what is best to be done. 
How may we prevent crime, or, at least 
so much crime and such horrible blood- 
curdling crime, on the part of a certain 
class of negroes? Mobs don’t. think. 
Apologists for mobs do not think. But il 
is thought—true tnought—that gives us 
causes that give us results that we want. 

Now to hark back to your editorial, one 
part of the mighty work of preventing 
crime among the negroes must be th: 
christianizing of the negroes; a work in 
which the good white people ought to 
help, as their fathers and mothers we.? 
wont to help in the old days. Stonewail 
Jacksongyas not too proud to teach in a 
negro SufMlay school, ag I have seen re: 
liably stated. But, Mr. Editor, while 
giving the negroes Bibles may be of som* 
use (although if ‘‘Christian’’ white folks 
are going to use the Bible to try to jus- 
tify mob law, the Lord only knows what 
we can expect of the ignorant darkey, 
when he runs up against some parts of 
the Old Téetament, and js ignorant, as 
so many white people are, of the law .f 
‘progressive revelation), teachimg the ne- 
gro intelligently and sympataeticaliy 
will do still more good; but Christian ex- 
ample get the negro by white people wil’ 
do most good of all. That I believe to 
be the supreme need of the hour. 

We have heard of the necessity of clos- 
ing negro dives; it has been dinned into 
our ears that the negro must be disarmed; 
now we are told that he ought to ve 
christianized; but there js no warrant in 
the Bible, or reason, or human nature, or 
experience for believing that Christian 
teaching is going to do any good coming 
from people who do not obey Chris‘’s 
teachings themselves. It is.a homely 
saying, but “example is better than pre- 
cept.”” The Master has-told us that we 
can -win others to God and His righteous- 
ness, not by our professions, but by our 
practice, ‘“‘Let your light so shine before 
men that they may see your good work 
and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven.’’ We nave got to get down to 
bedrock in this business, the soliJ 
foundation of justice and equity; and we 
have got to be honest with ourselves. 
Before we can successfully control th? 
negro, we must learn to control our- 
selves; before we can christianize the ne- 
gro, we must repent of our own sins. 
Here is what an uneducated colored wo- 
man in Atlanta said the other day: “Of 
course, negro brutes ought to be hanged. 
They are dogs and not fit to live; but I 
don’t see how Christian white folks caa 
murder innocent negroes. And I don't 
see how white folks can expect to made 
Cnristians of negroes when they them- 
selves behave that way.” 

It is written in the New Testament, 
and fn the old as well, that to whom 
much is given, of him shall much be re- 
quired; *hat responsibility, in a word, is 
proportionate to privilege. This means 
that upon the Anglo-Saxon race, with 
its history and traditions, its wealth 
and education, and all its advantages of 
capability and opportunity, rest the 
heavier obligations. I by no means be- 
little any crime, or take away from the 
negro race its own inalienable responsi- 
bility, when I say that no man has either 
right or fitness to remove faults from 
other people until he has first cleansed 
his own heart from insincerity and hate; 
and “we that are strong ought to bear 
the infirmities of the weak, and not to 
please ourselves.” There are grave 
questions for legislatures Sto con- 
cider: the whole  susject 
has to be reopened em _ the light of 
the modern penology; Georgia's method 
of handling negro convicts has got to be 
squared with humanity and justice; the 
sociological question of conditiong un- 
der which men and women live and labor 
must be given its proportionate attention; 
in particular our vagrant laws, worse 
than useless now even if enforced, must 
be revised; but all this will be of no 
avail unless there runs the golden thread 
of justice and equity through our people, 
who have the courts, the legislatures 
and all the machinery of govern- 
ment. May I, without offense, specify 
some of the things in which reform is 
ealled for on our part? Let every man 
stcp talking and breathing slaughter and 
vengeance! Besides the murderers that 
have been taken by the police, how many 
stand this day before God as murderers 
in heart? Let every man in any official 
position, policemen, I mean, and street 


ear conductors, do his duty with as lit+ 


tle roughness as possible. The man who 
imposes on another just because he nas 
the power is mean, I care Dot what be 
the color of his skin. The man who 
uses his official position to vem his spleen 
on another is prostituting his position, 
and proves his unfitness for the piace. 
And speaking of street cars, white pas- 
sengers are not always just to colored 
passengers. At the demand of the white 
people themselves certain seats have been 
set aside for the negroes. On what 
ground can we complain of the negroes 
for taking the seats to which 4hey have 
been assigned by laws of our own mak- 
ing? Is it not the very first charac- 
teristic of a gentleman, ‘0 say nothing 
about a Christian, to be not only just, 
but even generous to those beneath him? 
Are we white people of the south going 
to throw overboard all ous best traditions 


and set up the fashion of proving our-! 


selves superior by Deing unjust and un- 
kind? Will we do our race any good 
by encouraging littieness, false qride and 


injusiice? Is it not possible, without at 


all encouraging social eqfality, to rec- 
ognize that the negroes hive come rignts 
and to accord those rights fully and gra- 
diously? Are we going to commit our-

In 
pafticular, if we want the colored peo- 
ple to aid us by delivering up criminals 
of their race we must set them the ex- 
ample of justice by puaishing adequately 
all white persons guilty of crimes against 
negroes. 

A word here on the whisky problem. 
There can be no question of the casual 


relation between drunkenness and crime. | 


It ig often overstated, but it exists and 
has been gcientifically established by the 
indefeasible logic of facts. But it is 
quite possible to be led astray and make 
& scape-goat of liduor as i¢ that were 
the sole or even the chief cause of tide 
laté riot. I submit that sober, judicial! 
weighing of the facts will leag us to the 
conclusion that Mquor only aggravated 
existing causes. Just as a dam gives way 
sometimes from the pressure of water 
which has been collecting, drop by drop, 
for months, so the giving way of law 
and order on that fateful Saturday night 
Was due to causes which have been gath- 
ering for years and years. Liquor is one 
of the causeg of negro crime, and may 
have been one of the causes of that mob, 
but it is not the sole cause of either. 
Let it be understood that I am uttering 
no apology for the man who,, for ths 


sake of a few paltry dollars, will in-/| 


flame the passions of brutes of both races, 
and jeopardize the foundationg «of s0a- 
ciety; but I make the point that not only, 
as is clearly seen by some of the stauncn- 
est prohibitionists in this city, would a 
prohibition election at this time be ds- 
astrous, but beyond that, to call off at- 
tention from the fundamental question, 
which is the need of elemental justice, 
equity and humanity on the part of the 
white race at this pour, and to focus our 
indignation upon one subordinate and 
contributing cause of our troubles, would 
be permanently disastroug to our city. 
Trere is a question of proportion here; 
and our great need is getting together, 
as ‘“‘soldiers of the common good,” all 
people of both races who do not believe 
in mob law, or in murder or any other 
crime; and do belleve in justice, equity 
and kindness. Anything which is permit- 
ted +0 divert attention from that supreme 
need is bound, in my judgment, to do 
hurm. I submit the proposition to the 
judgment of my fellow citizens. Strictly 
and philosophically speaking, neither 
whisky nor any other “thing” is a cause 
at all. It ig in the human heart and not 
inside a jug that the causes of social 
ruenomena must, in the last analysis, be 
sought and found. “Guard well thine 
heart, for out of it are the isBués of 
life.”’ This is not saying that tempta- 
tion must not be eliminated as fast as 
practicable, nor that the liquor business 
piesents no problem to legislation; but 
it is saying that the supreme need of this 
hour is: for: white people to find out and 
repent of all their sins, ang not escape 
responsibility by attributing the whole 
treuble to one cause. 

We southern white people, Mr. Editor, 
have ‘had our sorrows and' we have now 
Mur sorrows and’ our problems: but let 
us not take the time when storms are 
raging to throw overboard the pilot‘of our 
state, whose three-fold name is Justice, 
Wisdom, Moderation; nor cease to steer 
by God’s polar star of right. Nor let us 
be discouraged. We have inherited a 
perplexing situation. but we can bring 
order out of chaos, goog out of evil. 
There hath no temptation come to us 
but what is within human power to meet, 
aided by God’s good help. We have 
a grand opportunity to show .ourselves 
true men! Life is short. We will soon 
be off the scene.. Let us do nothing to 
make the problem worse for those, our 
children, who come after: us; let us so 
live that at life’s end, we can look back 
upon some good accomplished. ) 


In conclusion, let me say that if any 


one, either white or black, understands 
me as apologizing for or minimizing the 
terrible menace of negro crime, he ut- 
What I desire 
to make clear to al] is that: there is but 
one way in which to overcome evil, and 
that is by good. 

Nor do I mean, tn anything that I have 
said, to charge certain specific faults of 
both disposition and act upon the whole 
of the white race any more than upon the 
whole of the colored race. Against the 
dark background of sin and crime of 
the past few days, horrile in the actuali- 
ty, worse in the yawning abysses of pos- 


sibility, we see some of the most splen-| 


did exhibitions of manhodd in both races 
that this country has witnessed or any 
other country has witnessed. I chaunt 
no Jeremiad of irremediable woes, nor am 
I a voice crying in the wrtiderness. I am, 
‘In sober fact, only making articulate, 


putting into words, principles that have 
guided our best men and women in this! 
crisis. But those who see the light must | 


stand together. And these principles, the 
fundamental principles of all religion and 
the postulates of high civilization, must 
be given a wider sway.

Railroad Commission. Will 
-Hold Meeting in Atlanta 
Today.

The Georgia railroad commission will 
told a meeting in the state capitol this 
morning for the purpose of attending to 
a number of important matters. 

E. Philips, a large coal dealer of Co- 
lumbus, will appear before the commis- 
sion in three capacities, as an individual 


saipper, as a represenrative of the Co- 
lumbus board of trade, ana third as 4 
witness in proceedings instituted before 
the commission by Abe Ellis, a business 
man of Augusta. 

Mr. Philips will give his views on the 
question of adopting a rule giving the 
shipper ‘and consignee more time to load 
and unload cars when they are of larger 
size than the old standard. 

Another point that Mr. Philips and 
other shippers will press before the com- 
mission fs that of the jurisdiction of the 
commission over interstate shipments 
after they have reached their destination, 
when the destination is some point in 
Georgia. The commission has held all 
along that it has jurisdiction only over 
freight business originating and termi- 
nating in Georgia. The attorney for 
E. Philips & Son gives it as his opinion 
that the commission has jurisdiction over 
a shipment whose destination is a Geor- 
gia point the moment it crosses the state 
liné and certainly has autrnority to regu- 
late the time allowed snippers to Uun- 
load such car load shipments, and also 
has authority to say whether or not the 
railroads, upon request of the consignee, 
must reweigh the freight. ; 

The shippers contend that the railroads 
shrould adopt precisely the same rules 
as to weighing, delivery, etc., of inter- 
state shipments as they do of shipments 
originating in Georgia; that the same 
rules of storage, demurrage, reweighing, 
etc.. should apply, no matter whether it 
is Georgia freight or interstate freight. 

Among other matters to be discussed 
will be the penalty provided by the Steed 
bill, punishing railreads for delay in 
handling freight; a petition of residents 
along the Atlanta and Northern railroad 
for a reduction. in fare from Atlanta to 
Marietta; a petition of the people of 
Pearl Springs asking the commission to 
prosecute the Seaboard for the prescribed 
penalty of $5,000 for failing to erect a 
new depot at that place as ordered by 
the commission; the shippers of Griffin 
are also asking for a reduction in freight 
rates between Savannah and Griffin.

President Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, was in At- 
lanta yesterday for the purpose of per- 
sonally looking over the ruins of the big 
fire which destroyed the round house 
and shops of the Western and Ailantic. 
At the private car it was stated by 
one of the officials that so far as the 
loss could be estimated up to tais time 
the damage amounted to about $125,000. 

That the purpose is to begin work im- 
mediately on tetiporary shops was 
proved by the fact that a petition was 
made to council yesterday afternoon for 
permission to rebuild temporary shops 
on the site of the old shops. This 
emergency petition, presented by General 
Passenger Agent Harman, was immedi- 
ately passed by the unanimous vote of 
council and approved by Mayor Wood- 
ward. 

At a private car of President Thomas 
it was learned from one of the officials 
that it is the purpose of the corporation 
to have temporary shops erected witain 
two or three weeks, so that the regular 
work may proceed. These temporary 
shops will be used for the next eighteen 


months and it is the intention of the 


road to build new and permanent shops 
and a new round house some four miler 
from Atlanta on the tracks of the West. 
ern and Atlantic. These new shops and 
round house will be muca larger and 
better than those recently destroyed by 
fire and it is probable that the force of 


‘250 men will be largely increased.

Heavy Rains Ruining the Crops in 
Mississippi Valley. 

Nashville, October 3.—For eight days 
rain has been falling throughout the Mis-. 
sissippi valley and by reports coming in. 
from isolated districts the earlier: 
statements of heavy damage to cotton and 
corn have been confirmed. John W. Eld-' 
ridge, of Millhouse, Miss., and Walter 
Clark, of Clarksdale, Miss., president of | 
the Mississippi division of the Cotton 
Growers’ Association, estimate the dam- 
age to the cotton crop in Mississippi at 
25 per cent. Mr. Clark says:.- 

‘*The.cotton is not only rotting on the 
ground, but on the stalk. Qn September 
25 I estimated the Mississippi yield at 
1,650,000 bales. Now there is no man 
able to say what the crop will be, owing 
to the widespread damage.”
